More people bathing in it. more industries using it, more 
farmers irrigating with it have caused concern about the na­ 
tion's water supply. And there's also the problem of pollution 
to consider, as waste water pours into our streams. 
Congress is beginning I *» take a greater interest. When it 
ticgan its investigations last session it found that many pro­ 
grams already were underway which make the water and 
pollution picture far from a bleak one. These are outlined in 
a new National Association of Manufacturers publication, 
“Our National Water Resources *' 
As thing- stand, industry taken in a tremendous amount of 
water, hut it returns bk ta r cent of what it takes. The water 
it returns is cleaner every* \ ear. a* new means of purifying 
it are found. And actual consumption isn't rising as fast a* 
industry grows. 
Ways are being found to conserve the water used in one 
process for use in others. One plant cut its needs from 130 
million gallon* a day to I by reuse. Sludge is settled and sold. 
Sometimes strange advantage- are found in combining in­ 
dustrial and municiple waste, because once they are mixed 
bacteria will purify it all, where they shunned purely indus. 
trial waste. 
The supply of water is more assured because of industry’s 
demands for wood, which ha\c brought about the establish­ 
ment of tree farms covering 52 million acres. These prevent 
rapid run-off and muddling of our rivers, while preventing 
soil erosion. 
These developments have not been cheap. A single steel 
plant may have nearlc two million dollars worth of equip­ 
ment designer! to prevent pollution of waste water discharged 
into streams or lakes. 
So efficient are some of these installations that some 
plants return water to the '•treams in purer form than it was 
extracted. 
Even th* 
fish are considered, a- plants aerate the dis­ 
charged water to keep the oxygen content high. The old 
swimming hole Is becoming unable again. 
Already the pollution of man* streams is a matter of past 
history.
